NEW YORK (NEA)—To anybody who has ever attended 
a baseball game in Puerto Rico there is nothing unusual 
about it ‘except, maybe, how he ever managed to find his 
way home afterwards.

Fishing and hunting is big business in British Columbia, 
and nearing the million-dollar mark 

Total revenue from sport fishing and hunting in the 
Province in 1951, including fines imposed for violations of the 
Game Act and other acts and regulations, was $930,720. 

&an increase of.$129,871 over the previous year 

The 1951 report presented to the government by Game 

Commissioners Frank R. Butler and James G. Cunningham, 
contained the pleasing statement “it was the 
most successful year in the history of the 
B.C. Game Department, not only in»regard 
to revenue, but also in improvements in the 
general game situation throughout the 
province.” (Reason the 1951 report ‘is so 
tardy is because of the difficulty in compil- 
ing returns from such a l&rge area). 

The revenue increase was principally due 
to-the fact that more people were trying 
their-iuck in jake and stream and on the 
game trails, 23,829 more angling and hunting 

Thorsen licenses being issued than in 1950. 

’ Fishing and hunting licenses for resident and non-residents 
during the year netted $656:510. Non-residents knocked off 
2.549 big-@ame trophies, or 448 more than the previous year 
and an increase of $25,510 in trophy-fee payments. 

“Increased revenue naturally means heavier pressure on 
our wild life resources, but your commission is of the opinion 
that our game resources are in a very healthy condition,” th 
report said 

“We must, however, emphasize the fact that ip order to 
keep’ our game populations intact, we must thoroug ly “under- 
stand wild life’ conditions in every sector of the province, not 
only from:an administrative and scientific standpoint, but from 
the standpoint of sportsmen as well 


Scientific Progress Made 


“In our scientific approach to our work in managing the 
wild life resources of B.C., we fee] we have made considerable 
progress. Many problems are being scientifically investigated 

. and these reports are constantly before us and are given 
very careful consideration and acted on as needs arise,” 
the commissioners reported . 

Notes from Inspector George C. Stevenson, commanding 
A Division—Vancouver Island and Gulf Islands—disclose the 
following information 

Elk herds (no open season on the island) holding their 
own,. A well-known trapper reported seeing seven cows with 
calves, at the headwaters of Salmon River. Though deer 
are still plentiful, the hunting of them is not the simple matter 
of the past. Skill and perseverance are now called for in order 
to down targets 

Black bear are still numerous on the island, some excep- 
tionally—jarge.-. specimens found—-in- the “mountains west 
of Courtenay. Grizzly bear are plentiful at head of Toba and 
knight Inlets, with some reported on Loughborough Inlet 
region. One taken on Klinaklim River at the head of Knight 
Inlet, was of a size that is considered a world record. 

All fur animals, with possible exception of musk 
rats, are plentiful Blue grouse harvest by hunters was not 
up to the wear before, but these birds have shown no signs
